Jurrage's name was John Henry Burrage 
and the initials J. H. B. are oa the back of 
the unfortunate man's watch, new in the 
hands of the police. His mother in Gallo- 
way Ireland, has been communicated with. 


Death in the Pass. 


A aistressing occurrence has thrown a 
feeling of gloom over the mea under 
Capt. Steele's command in the Meuntains. 
Particulars have not yet been received, 
buta letter just arrived states that on New 
Year's Eve two men of the force, consta- 
bles Percival and Ross, set out to walk 
from tlolden ity to the Third Siding 
At half-past two in the imorning, Con- 
stable Percival arrived at the Third Sid- 
ing almost exhausted, and stated that he 
had left Ross five miles back on the road, 
too much done up to come further, A 
search party was immediately sent oui, 
and Ross was found as stated, lying be- 
side the track insensible, with both hands 
and feet frozen. Dr. Orton was sum- 
moned from] End ofj{Track, but could do 
nothing, and at 11 o'clock that might the 
unfortunate man died. Decased had been 
in the force nearly three years having 
joined in April, 1882. Ross was well 
known in Calgary {and was a geveral! fa- 
vourite. His people live in Teronto.

They are 
for the useof Mr. Hail whe has been runn- 
ing a mail service in the mountains dur- 
iug the summer, and will be used to carry 
small parcels between the two points 
named, Capt. Cunningham, Mr. Ross’ 
assistant, having secured the mail con- 
tract. Captaim Cunningham's dog train 
has proved w successs the dogs being or 
dimary Indian dogs purchased at Black- 
foot Crossing, Mr. Hall is purchasing his 
dogs from the Indians around Calgary. 
He thinks they will answer his purpose, 
altho: shthe Manitoba lake dogs are pre- 
feral le for the service. With 10 dogs, 5 
to each sledge, the journey Letween Lag- 
gan and the Third Siding, aj distance ot 
42 miles, and return will be accomplished 
in two days. Each dog is good for 100 
pounde of freight,"and has cost from $2 50 
to $6. After the 15th instant there will 
only betwo trains a wonth west of Cal- 
gary.

session, snd that some important changes 
will be made in the administration of our 
affairs, There could be no better oppor- 
tusity then for bringing the claims of 
Calgary, and the advaniages of Calgary, 
before the Dominion Government and the 
Parliament of Canada assembled, and our 
people will be remiss in their duty if they 
do net take advantage of it.

The 
last victim is their chief who died a few 
days ago of lung fever. This gentleman 
rejoiced in the name of Mo Chopasna.

With the west wind blowing as i} 
was then, if it bad been the Royal Hotel 
which bad caught, the whole town east te 
Tus Henan office would have been in 
danger. No one knews what caused the 
fire, and it is accordingly put down toa 
hot stovepipe against the woodwork. 


That most of the Council saw the blaze 
is a matter of satisfaction. The ght may 
suggest to them that something brsides a 
hook and ladder company is wanted for 
town. Perhaps the cheapest manner of 
providing protection would be to place 
three or feur water carts at various peints 
for instant use when mecessary and have a 
wood hose and hand-pump to throw the 
waterwith. Atthe same time, if the se- 
curing afire engive is at all practicable, 
the citizens are vot likely to grumble at 
the expense. No one who saw the fire 
which did oceur had any doubt ef the die- 
astrous effects which would follow if such 
afire were to eceur up-town. The town 
would simply go, and the Council can face 
that possibility with what equanimity it 
may. 


Apropos of the fire, Mr. F. W. Pettit, 
insurance agent, informs us that there bas 
Leen a boom in insurance ever since. He 
leo begs leave to wonders why farmers 
aed ranchers do not insure against similar 
risks since Le is prepared to write policies 
for three years at two years’ rate.

of we county. They procesied te ‘I'ra- 
verse accordingly. Whatthe citizens of 
‘Traverse thought of them is stated lucidly 
in the telegraphic despatches. In ovrief, 
the citazems ef Traverse thought they were 
drunk. It is probable they were, for 
among the things which the excursionists 


did when they got to Traverse wore the fol- | 


lowing : They stationcd guards at the end 
of every street and permitted no ove to en- 
ter or leave town ; they attacked the court 
house, sumasbed every door and wiadow in 
it, and carried off the county safe. ‘hey 
wade attacks on and carried off all the pri- 
vate property they could find; they ** coy- 
ered’ the sheriff, who wank! to nake 
gome remarks, with W incbesters, wad kept 


him ‘‘covered “ until he agreed not to 
make any remarks; they stopped the 
United States mail carrier and overhauled 
the mail , then they wert back to Wilmot 
Iheee things go to shew that, though the 
Wilmot crowd was drunk. the citizens of 
Traverse did not think them too drank to 
shoot straight. When the gang get back 
to Wilmot their proceedings there were as 
amusing as they were in Traverse. A big 
mecting wae held, in which the chairman 
stood on the stolen safe and said that the 
combination had been telegraphed for, and 
hat if it was mot received by next day the 
safe would be blown open, ‘' What shall 
we do if the books are not in the safe?" 
| he then asked. A motion was made ard 
} carried, amid cheers and howls, to go to 
| Traverse and sack and burn every building
